Truce agreed to end week of Gaza 
bloodshed 


CAIRO (AFP) - Israel and 
Hamas agreed on a truce that 
would take effect yesterday 
evening in a bid to end a week 
of bloodshed in and around 
Gaza that has killed more than 
150 people, Egypt and the 
United States said. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Mohammed Kamel Amr, 
speaking at a joint news con¬ 
ference in Cairo with US Sec¬ 
retary of State Hillary Clinton, 
said the cessation of hostilities 
would begin at 1900 GMT. 

The accord, a copy of 
which was obtained by AFP, 
calls on Israel to "stop all hos¬ 
tilities... in the land, sea and air 
including incursions and tar¬ 
geting of individuals" and the 
Palestinian factions urged to 
end "rocket attacks and all at¬ 
tacks along the border". 

If it holds, within 24 hours, 


Israel would be required to 
start procedures to open Gaza's 
border crossings and allow the 
movement of people and 
goods, according to the text. 

"This is a critical moment 


for the region," Clinton said as 
she welcomed the agreement. 
"In the days ahead, the United 
States will work with partners 
in the region to consolidate this 
progress."

On the situation in Israel and Gaza 


In September 2005 Israel left 
the Gaza strip. The Israelis 
who lived there and had deve¬ 
loped a flourishing agriculture 
and peaceful community living 
left their homes and resettled 
somewhere else in Israel. 

This action was supposed to 
give the Palestinians land to 
develop a peaceful state, side 
by side with Israel. No sooner 
had the Israeli citizens left that 
terrorists burned all the agri¬ 
cultural developments and the 
synagogues, where they in¬ 
stalled rocket launcher plat¬ 
forms from which they could 
fire their missiles against Is¬ 
raeli civilians. 

In a bloody coup in 2007 
Hamas expelled the Palestin¬ 
ian Authority and killed many 
of its members. 

The situation has been 
going on for seven years now. 
It has deteriorated with the lat¬ 
est developments in Egypt and 
the Sinai, from which thou¬ 
sands of Iranian rockets of 
longer reach have been smug¬ 
gled to Gaza via tunnels. 

Israel, like any sovereign 
nation, has the right to defend 
itself and the obligation to pro¬ 
tect its citizens. When rockets 
are purposely fired at kinder¬ 
gartens and schools at the time 
school starts, when a jeep from 
the Israel Defense Forces is the 
target of an unprovoked mortar 
attack that seriously wounded 
its occupants, when the popu¬ 
lation cannot go about its nor¬ 
mal activities without having 
to run for shelter when the Red 
Code alarm sounds (it only 
gives you 15 seconds to reach 
a shelter), it’s time to take ac¬ 
tion. 

Since November 10 Hamas 
fired more than 120 missiles at 
civilians and since last 
Wednesday Hamas has fired 
more than 800 missiles at Is¬ 
rael, including the big popu¬ 
lated centers like Jerusalem 
and Tel Aviv, putting its popu¬ 
lation under fire. 

Israel is not at war with the 
civil population of Gaza, it 


only targets its terrorists and 
their military infrastructure. 
The army goes to great lengths 
to avoid collateral damage 
with surgical strikes and has 
warned the civilians with 
50000 phone calls and fliers of 
an impending attack. In con¬ 
trast, Hamas tries to cause as 
many civilian deaths as it can. 
Its charter promotes the de¬ 
struction of Israel as its main 
ideological aim in a Holy War 
(Jihad) and it has avowed to 
never recognize the Jewish 
State. It also uses its own citi¬ 
zens as human shields and 
places missile launchers in 
family homes to make it hard 
for Israel to destroy them with¬ 
out wounding or killing its res¬ 


idents. 

In the midst of all this, hu¬ 
manitarian aid to Gaza has not 
stopped and is delivered 
through the Erez crossing, nei¬ 
ther has the delivery of gas and 
electricity. Hospitals in Israel 
receive patients from Gaza and 
treat them as they would Is¬ 
raelis. 

Peace can only come 
through direct negotiations be¬ 
tween the parts but, if one ex¬ 
tremist party is committed to 
destroying the other and uses 
terror and violence as their 
strategic weapon the light of 
hope continues to be very fee¬ 
ble.

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Dutch police bust 'very 
dangerous' international 
drugs gang 


(AFP) — A major cocaine¬ 
smuggling gang broken up by 
the Dutch authorities planned to 
carry out assassinations, a po¬ 
lice spokesman said yesterday. 

A joint operation Tuesday 
by more than 200 royal Dutch 
gendarmes, customs and tax 
officials led to 12 arrests in 
total. Officers swooped on 
homes and offices around the 
country, including in the Dutch 
capital Amsterdam. 

Royal gendarmes spokes¬ 
man Robert Van Kapel told 
AFP agents had confiscated 
quantities of cocaine and 
weapons and said the gang 
"planned to carry out assassi¬ 
nations." 

But he gave no details as to 
who they had planned to target 
or what weapons officers had 
seized. 

Van Kapel said the gang 
had used Schiphol interna¬ 
tional airport to smuggle co¬ 
caine from the Caribbean. 

"In total we have arrested 
12 people including from the 
United States, Cape Verde and 


the Dutch Antilles," he added. 
And they expected to make 
more arrests. 

"It was one of the biggest 
actions against drug gangs in 
recent years," Van Kapel said. 

Dutch media reported the 
cocaine had been smuggled 
through the airport by using 
couriers and hiding it in con¬ 
tainers. 

Earlier this month, gen¬ 
darmes busted a separate gang 
at the airport. They had used 
baggage handlers to smuggle 
drugs from the Caribbean. Po¬ 
lice arrested 20 people in that 
bust. 

And in March, gendarmes 
at Schiphol confiscated 300 
kilos of cocaine from South 
and Central America with an 
estimated street value of 12 
million euros ($16 million). 

The haul was one of the 
largest in recent years at the 
airport. 

Schiphol is Europe’s fourth- 
largest airport with between 
120,000 to 140,000 passengers 
passing through daily.

Jesse Jackson Jr. resigns from US 
Congress amid cloud 


CHICAGO(AFP) - Jesse Jack- 
son Jr, the son of the noted 
civil rights leader, resigned 
from the US House of Repre¬ 
sentatives yesterday amid a 
cloud of corruption. 

Jackson, 47, has been under 
investigation by federal prose¬ 
cutors for potential misuse of 
campaign funds and was im¬ 
plicated in ousted Illinois go¬ 
vernor Rod Blagojevich's 
scheme to auction off Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama's vacated 
senate seat in 2008. 

He was reelected to his 


heavily-Democratic Illinois 
district on November 6 despite 
the fact that he has been on 
medical leave from Congress 
since June while receiving 
treatment for bipolar disorder. 

Jackson cited his health in 
announcing his resignation in 
a letter to House Speaker John 
Boehner but also acknow¬ 
ledged the "ongoing federal in¬ 
vestigation into my activities." 

"I am doing my best to ad¬ 
dress the situation responsibly, 
cooperate with the investiga¬ 
tors, and accept responsibility 


for my mistakes, for they are 
my mistakes and mine alone," 
he wrote. "None of us is im¬ 
mune from our share of short¬ 
comings or human frailties and 
I pray that I will be remem¬ 
bered for what I did right." 

Jackson is reported to be in 
talks to reach a plea deal with 
prosecutors, who are also re¬ 
portedly investigating his wife. 

A special election will be 
called to fill his seat which en¬ 
compasses part of the south 
side of Chicago and a neigh¬ 
boring suburb. 


US condemns killing of Benghazi security chief 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday 
"strongly condemned" the as¬ 
sassination of the security 
chief in the east Libyan city of 
Benghazi and called for a full 
investigation into his killing. 

State Department deputy 
spokesman Mark Toner said 


Washington extends "our con¬ 
dolences" to the family of Fraj 
al-Dersi and "we call for those 
responsible to be brought to 
justice." 

Unknown persons in a car 
opened fire at Dersi in front of 
his home late Tuesday. He was 
hit by three bullets and died 


shortly after being taken to 
Benghazi medical center, a 
Libyan official said. 

Dersi was appointed shortly 
after the September 11 attack 
on the US consulate in which 
US ambassador to Libya Chris 
Stevens and three other Amer¬ 
icans died. 


Obama thanks Egypt's 
Morsi for role in Gaza 
truce bid 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama 
thanked his Egyptian counter¬ 
part Mohamed Morsi yester¬ 
day for his role is negotiating a 
planned truce between Israel 
and Palestinian militants in 
Gaza. 

"The president thanked 
President Morsi for his efforts 
to achieve a sustainable cease¬ 
fire and for his personal lea¬ 
dership in negotiating a 
ceasefire proposal," the White 
House said in a statement. 

Obama also reaffirmed the 
"close partnership" between 
Washington and Cairo, the 
White House said, adding that 
the two leaders "agreed on the 
importance of working toward 
a more durable solution to the 
situation in Gaza." 

The ceasefire bid, agreed to 
by Israel and Hamas and slated 
to take effect later yesterday, 


would end a week of violence 
in and around the Gaza strip 
that has left more than 150 
people dead. 

It came after a day of shut¬ 
tle diplomacy — led by US 
Secretary of State Hillary Clin¬ 
ton and UN Secretary General 
Ban Ki-moon — that was 
marred by more deadly cross- 
border violence between Israel 
and militants in Gaza. 

The conflict had threatened 
to take a new turn yesterday 
when a bomb ripped through a 
commuter bus in Israel's com¬ 
mercial capital, injuring 17 
people and sparking panic. It 
prompted Israel to hit back 
with deadly air raids on Gaza 
City and elsewhere in the 
Palestinian territory. 

Israel launched its offensive 
on November 14 with the tar¬ 
geted killing of a Hamas mili¬ 
tary chief.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama 
"pardoned" two turkeys yes¬ 
terday ahead of the annual 
Thanksgiving holiday, when 
Americans dine on millions 
of the fattened fowl.

Obama told reporters gath¬ 
ered at the White House Rose 
Garden for the yearly cere¬ 
mony. "This November I 
could not agree more." 

The symbolic reprieve 
means the lucky birds — Cob¬ 
bler and understudy Gobbler 
— won't end up on the dinner 
table but will instead live out 
their days in a custom-made 


enclosure on George Wash¬ 
ington's estate in Mount Ver¬ 
non, Virginia, the White 
House said. 

Both are 19 weeks old and 
weigh about 40 pounds (18 
kilos). 

Their names were chosen 
from submissions by elemen¬ 
tary schools and, for the first 
time this year, the US public 
was able to pick which of the 
two would become the "2012 
National Thanksgiving 
Turkey" by casting a vote on 
the White House Facebook 
page.

Colombia talks continue 


HAVANA (AFP) - The FARC 
accused the Colombian go¬ 
vernment yesterday of harass¬ 
ing relatives of a senior rebel, 
highlighting lingering tensions 
but not disrupting a third day of 
peace talks in Havana, Cuba. 

FARC spokeswoman Vi- 
viana Hernandez read out a 
statement alleging that Colom¬ 
bian police had threatened the 
relatives of western bloc unit 
commander Francisco Gonza¬ 
lez as they sought information 
about his whereabouts. 

"Members of the police, 
disguised as civilians, are pres¬ 
suring the family... to prose¬ 
cute and take custody of their 
young children unless they re¬ 
veal information" about his lo¬ 
cation, the spokeswoman said. 

Despite the unexpected de¬ 
velopment, leading FARC del¬ 
egate Ivan Marquez expressed 
optimism about the outcome of 
the dialogue, which is ex¬ 
pected to run into next week, 
before entering the closed-door 
talks. 

"I'd like like to say that we 
are working hard for peace," 
Marquez said. "We have im¬ 
mense faith in the ability of the 
Colombian people to achieve 
the peace that we all so deeply 
yearn for." 

Negotiations aimed at end¬ 
ing Latin America's longest- 
running insurgency began on 


Monday with the FARC de¬ 
claring a unilateral two-month 
ceasefire, after a preliminary 
round of talks last month in 
Norway. 

President Juan Manuel San¬ 
tos has stressed that his go¬ 
vernment is not yet bound by 
the ceasefire and that military 
operations against the FARC 
will continue until a deal is 
brokered. 

The Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia — Latin 
America's largest rebel group, 
founded in 1964 and believed 
to have some 9,000 armed 
fighters — took up arms to 
protest the concentration of 
land ownership in Colombia. 

Several top commanders 
have been captured or killed in 
recent years as the group has 
suffered a string of military de¬ 
feats and its ranks have been 
severely depleted since the 
FARC's peak in the 1990s. 

In addition to the issue of 
land ownership, both sides 
must agree on a mechanism to 
end hostilities, on how to incor¬ 
porate the FARC into political 
life, on how to curb drug traf¬ 
ficking, and on how to com¬ 
pensate victims of the conflict. 

Both sides have expressed 
confidence that an end to the 
decades-long conflict that has 
claimed hundreds of thousands 
of lives is within reach. 


Netanyahu: Israel, US to jointly 
fight Iran arms smuggling 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - Israel 
and the United States have 
agreed to work together to pre¬ 
vent the smuggling of weapons 
from Iran to militant groups in 
the Gaza Strip, Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu said yes¬ 
terday. 

"Israel cannot sit idly by as 
its enemies strengthen them¬ 
selves with weapons of terror, 


so I agreed with President 
(Barack) Obama that we will 
work together - Israel and the 
United States — against the 
smuggling of weapons to terror 
organisations, most of which 
comes from Iran," he said in a 
televised address as a truce 
agreement went into effect, 
ending eight straight days of 
bloodshed in and around Gaza. 


CHICAGO (AFP) - An oil rig 
operator that saw two workers 
killed and 11 hurt in a recent 
explosion in the Gulf of Me¬ 
xico had a history of safety vi¬ 
olations, US regulators said 
yesterday. 

The Bureau of Safety and 
Environmental Enforcement 
(BSEE) notified Black Elk En¬ 
ergy Offshore Operations that 
it could lose its license to op¬ 
erate offshore platforms if it 
does not improve its safety 
performance in the wake of 
Friday's blast. 

It has also ordered the 
Houston-based company to 
immediately cease any work 
that could pose an ignition risk 


and not to restart production at 
any temporarily shut down 
wells without approval. 

The agency said further ac¬ 
tion could be taken following 
the conclusion of an investiga¬ 
tion into the explosion some 18 
miles (29 kilometers) south of 
Grand Isle, Louisiana. 

The deadly fire began while 
a maintenance crew was cut¬ 
ting through a pipe on a tem¬ 
porarily shut down platform 
that was not pumping oil. 

"Black Elk has repeatedly 
failed to operate in a manner 
that is consistent with federal 
regulations," agency director 
James Watson said in a state¬ 
ment. 


"This is an appropriate and 
necessary step as we continue 
to investigate the explosion 
and fire that resulted in the 
tragic loss of life and injuries 
last week." 

Black Elk operates 98 plat¬ 
forms in the Gulf of Mexico. 

Regulators have conducted 
238 inspections since it began 
operations in 2010 and found 
315 instances in which it was 
not following the rules. 

A dozen of those incidents 
were serious enough for in¬ 
spectors to order the company 
to shut down the facility be¬ 
cause it posed a serious risk to 
workers or the environment, 
BSEE said.

First big dengue fever outbreak 
in Europe since 1920s: EU 


Health Benefits of 
Cantaloupe 



STOCKHOLM (AFP) - Eu¬ 
rope is experiencing its first 
sustained transmission of 
dengue fever since the 1920s 
after an outbreak of the mos¬ 
quito-borne disease in 
Madeira, Portugal that has in¬ 
fected more than 1,300 people, 
an EU agency said. 

The Portuguese health min¬ 
istry reported 1,357 cases as of 
November 11, 669 of which 
were laboratory confirmed and 
688 were probable cases, the 
Stockholm-based European 
Centre for Disease Prevention 
and Control (ECDC) said in a 
statement issued late Tuesday. 

Some 25 patients from 
mainland Portugal, Britain, 
Germany, France and Sweden 
have been diagnosed with 
dengue after returning home 
from visits to the Portuguese 
island, the ECDC added. 

No deaths have been 
recorded, it said, but stressed 
that given the high number of 
visitors to Madeira, among 
other things, ’’the outbreak is 
large and constitutes a signifi¬ 
cant public health event.” 

Dengue is spread by one of 
four viruses transmitted by the 
Aedes aegypti mosquito. It 
causes high fever, headaches, 
itching and joint pains. At an 
advanced stage it can lead to 


haemorrhaging and death. 

The Aedes aegypti mosquito 
which carries the disease has 
been present on Madeira since 
at least 2005, the agency said, 
and the first two cases of 
dengue fever were reported 
among residents on October 3. 

The ECDC said the out¬ 
break was still ongoing, and 
recommended residents and 
travellers visiting the island to 
take "individual protective 
measures”, such as using mos¬ 
quito repellent, to avoid mos¬ 
quito bites. Dengue is 
transmitted by a daytime mos¬ 
quito. 


SOFIA (AFP) - Two decades 
after the end of communism, 
15,000 children are abandoned 
every year in the former Soviet 
countries in eastern Europe 
and central Asia, the United 
Nations Children's Fund 
(UNICEF) said Wednesday. 

"Most countries still rely 
heavily on institutionalisation 
... leaving lifelong physical 
and cognitive scars,” UNICEF 
regional director Marie-Pierre 
Poirier said as she presented a 
new report. 


It also urged aircraft, airports 
and ports in Madeira to con¬ 
tinue disinfection procedures. 

"With tourists visiting 
Madeira, continued import of 
dengue cases from the island to 
other EU countries is to be ex¬ 
pected until the mosquito pop¬ 
ulation is decreased and 
transmission interrupted,” the 
ECDC said. 

According to the UN's 
World Health Organisation, be¬ 
tween 50 and 100 million 
dengue infections occur each 
year in more than 100 coun¬ 
tries. In 1970, the disease was 
endemic in just nine countries. 


"Every hour approximately 
two young children, mainly 
babies, are separated from 
their parents and sent into in¬ 
stitutional care in central and 
eastern Europe and central 
Asia. That is more than 15,000 
children every year,” Poirier 
said. 

At present, 1.3 million 
under-18s — or 1.3 out of every 
100 children — grow up sepa¬ 
rated from their families in the 
region, according to the report 
presented at a conference in 
Sofia. 

"These numbers are the 
highest in the world,” the report 
said, accusing the current child-

Apple finally solves

NZ volcano Mt Tongariro erupts

Life on Mars? Maybe not. NASA 
rows back on findings 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
NASA downplayed Wednes¬ 
day talk of a major discovery 
by its Martian rover after re¬ 
marks by the mission chief 
raised hopes it may have un¬ 
earthed evidence life once ex¬ 
isted on the Red Planet. 

Excitement is building over 
soon-to-be-released results 
from NASA's Curiosity rover, 
which is three months into a 
two-year mission to determine 
if Mars has ever been capable 
of supporting microbial life. 

Its Sample Analysis at Mars 
(SAM) instruments have been 
sending back information as it 
hunts for compounds such as 


methane, as well as hydrogen, 
oxygen and nitrogen, that 
would mean life could once 
have existed there. 

A spokesman for NASA's 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory, 
which is managing the project, 
appeared to pour cold water 
Wednesday on the hopes of 
space enthusiasts looking for¬ 
ward to an earth-shattering 
discovery. 

"The scientists want to gain 
confidence in the findings be¬ 
fore taking them outside of the 
science team. As for history 
books, the whole mission is 
for the history books," Web¬ 
ster said. 


Scientists do not expect Cu¬ 
riosity to find aliens or living 
creatures but they hope to use 
it to analyze soil and rocks for 
signs the building blocks of 
life are present and may have 
supported life in the past. 

The $2.5 billion Curiosity 
rover — which landed in Gale 
Crater on the Red Planet on 
August 6 — also aims to study 
the Martian environment to 
prepare for a possible human 
mission there in the coming 
years.

Bankers: Swiss banks to 
focus on Chinese yuan 
trading 


Americans to loosen holiday purse 
strings in 2012 


GENEVA (AFP) - Swiss banks 
want to become important 
traders of financial products 
and services based on the Chi¬ 
nese yuan, a sector association 
leader said yesterday. 

The banks "would like to be 
the second main center (over¬ 
seas for yuan trading) after 
London," Swiss Banking As¬ 
sociation head Claude-Alain 
Margelisch told reporters in 
Geneva. 

Pointing out that Britain is 
currently home to the most ac¬ 
tive foreign trading of the 
yuan, Margelisch said that a 
delegation from his organisa¬ 
tion had recently travelled to 
China to secure access to such 
financial operations and had 


received "positive signals" 
from Beijing. 

"The Chinese authorities in¬ 
dicated that there was no need 
for a formal agreement on their 
part to be active in the mar¬ 
ket... We are going to study the 
market right away," he said. 

While no formal agreement 
was needed with China’s cen¬ 
tral bank, Margelisch noted 
that if they wanted to trade 
yuan, Swiss banks would need 
a robust banking presence in 
Hong Kong, the main trading 
hub for China’s currency. 

He forecast that the yuan 
would play "an increasingly 
important role in international 
trade over the coming years." 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Americans are likely to spend 
between three and four percent 
more on their holiday shop¬ 
ping this year than last, in an 
apparent sign of increased con¬ 
sumer confidence, according 
to a survey published yester¬ 
day. 

The poll, conducted jointly 
by the Consumer Federation of 
America (CFA) and the Credit 
Union National Association 
(CUNA), found 12 percent of 
consumers said they would 
spend more on holiday pur¬ 
chases in 2012 than 2011. 

That compares to just eight 
percent of respondents who 
said the same thing when 
polled this time last year. 

A statement accompanying 
the annual survey said that this 
year’s planned increase in 
spending by some consumers 
"may well reflect perceived 
improvement in their financial 
situation."

The rating for Cyprus, 
which currently holds the Eu¬ 
ropean Union’s rotating pres¬ 
idency, was initially cut to 
speculative, or junk, status by 
Fitch five months ago.

"This represents the fourth 
year of gradual improvement 
in holiday spending plans since 
a sharp decline in such plans in 
2008." 

The November 9-13 tele¬ 
phone survey of about a thou¬ 
sand subjects found that many 
Americans are willing to part 
with more of their money this 
holiday season despite sizable 
financial constraints, including 
high mortgage payments, stu¬ 
dent loans and credit card pay- 


port on global migration and 
remittances, released yester¬ 
day. 

India continued to top the 
remittances list in 2012 while 
China is placed a close second 
with $66 billion expected mi¬ 
grant remittances in the same 
year. 

The World Bank said remit¬ 
tance flows to the developing 
world are expected to exceed 
earlier estimates and total $406 
billion this year—an increase 
of 6.5% from the previous 
year—and is projected to grow 
by 7.9% in 2013, 10.1% in 
2014 and 10.7% in 2015 to 
reach $534 billion in 2015.

People with lower incomes 
were more likely than well-off 
Americans to say that their fi¬ 
nancial circumstances had 
worsened this year compared 
to last, and were correspond¬ 
ingly less likely to report plans 
to spend as freely. 

But the poll also made what 
it called the "anomalous" find¬ 
ing that Democrats — who are 
less financially well-off than 
Republicans on average — 
were more likely to increase 
their holiday spending this 
year. 

The pollsters surmised that 
this may be the case in part be¬ 
cause of the election victory 
earlier this month that saw 
Barack Obama returned to the 
White House for a second 
four-year term, which might 
have buoyed Democrats’ spi¬ 
rits and loosened their purse 
strings. 


Worldwide remittances, in¬ 
cluding those to high-income 
countries, are expected to total 
$534 billion in 2012, and are 
projected to grow to $685 bil¬ 
lion in 2015. 

Despite the overall growth 
in remittance flows to develop¬ 
ing countries, the continuing 
global economic crisis is 
dampening remittance flows to 
some regions, with Europe and 
Central Asia and Sub-Saharan 
Africa especially affected, 
while South Asia and the Mid¬ 
dle East and North Africa 
(MENA) are expected to fare 
much better than previously 
estimated.

The world won't end next 
month, Maya experts 
insist 


LONDON (AFP) - The clergy- 
woman who was widely ex¬ 
pected to become the Church 
of England's first female 
bishop has blasted its vote 
against the move, saying on 
Wednesday it had left the 
church's reputation "in tatters". 

Reverend Rose Hudson- 
Wilkin, the Jamaican-born 
chaplain to Queen Elizabeth II 
and the British parliament, said 
she was deeply disappointed 
by Tuesday's narrow vote 
against women bishops by the 
state church's governing Gen¬ 
eral Synod. 

"We have deprived the 
church of all those gifts that 
women could bring to its leader¬ 
ship," the 51 -year-old told AFP. 

"The church's reputation is 
in tatters. We cannot have have 
a society where women make 
up more than 50 percent of the 
population but cannot lead in 


the church." 

Charismatic, with closely- 
cropped hair and a beaming 
smile, Hudson-Wilkin had 
been widely named as one of 
the strongest contenders to be¬ 
come the Church of England's 
first female bishop had Tues¬ 
day's vote gone differently. 

But the mother-of-three, 
who is also the vicar of two 
churches in impoverished 
areas of east London, insists 
she had harboured no personal 
ambition to take the job. 

'T've never had great ambi¬ 
tions. This is not a career, it is 
a vocation," said the vicar, 
whose voice still has a gentle 
Jamaican lilt nearly three 
decades after she moved to 
Britain. 

"I personally won't be sit¬ 
ting around waiting to be 
made a bishop — I don't think 
any woman will be doing 


that." 

She added that if she was 
one day asked to take on the 
role, "I would need to examine 
whether that is what God re¬ 
quires of me." 

Born in Montego Bay, Ja¬ 
maica, Hudson-Wilkin came to 
Britain in 1985. She had al¬ 
ways wanted to become a 
priest, but had to wait until 
1994 for the Church of Eng¬ 
land to allow it. 

She believes that she and 
other Anglicans who argue 
passionately for the introduc¬ 
tion of women bishops will 
now have to wait at least four 
years before the issue can re¬ 
turn to the agenda. 

"But I am positive that 
God's church will move on," 
she added. "You know, I went 
to Turkey recently and you can 
see the ruins of Christendom 
there. The church moves on 
and thrives elsewhere." 

In any case, she said, the re¬ 
jected proposals were far from 
perfect — they would have al¬ 
lowed parishes to reject the au¬ 
thority of a woman bishop and 
force the appointment of a 
stand-in male. 

McCartney says skip 
the turkey on Thanks¬ 
giving 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Former Beatle Paul Mc¬ 
Cartney, a long-time vege¬ 
tarian, has joined a 
campaign by animal rights 
group PETA to encourage 
Americans to celebrate a 
turkey-free Thanksgiving 
this week. 

The British rock legend, 
sporting a gray shirt with 
an "eat no turkey" design, 
is featured on the website 
of People for the Ethical 
Treatment of Animals. 

"ThisThanksgiving, 
Paul McCartney is urging 
you to say 'no, thanks' to 
turkey and 'yes' to a deli¬ 
cious, cruelty-free holiday 
meal," the group says. 

More than 45 million 
turkeys will make their 
way onto American dinner 
tables on Thursday, and 
another 22 million are con¬ 
sumed at Christmas, ac¬ 
cording to PETA. 

Each year, US presi¬ 
dents grant a pardon to 
one or two turkeys — a tra¬ 
dition that only dates back 
to president George Bush 
in 1989, even though 
Thanksgiving was first 
celebrated by pilgrims 
who fled religious perse¬ 
cution in England. 

The pardoned birds 
spend their golden years 
on George Washington's 
estate in Mount Vernon, 
Virginia. 



MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Relax 
doomsayers, the Maya people 
did not really mark their calen¬ 
dar for the end of the world on 
December 21, 2012. 

As tourists book hotels 
rooms in Mexico's Maya Riv¬ 
iera and Guatemalan resorts 
ahead of next month's fateful 
date, experts are busy debunk¬ 
ing the doomsday myth. 

The apocalyptic prophecy 
that has inspired authors and 
filmmakers never appears in 
the tall T-shaped stone calen¬ 
dar that was carved by the 
Maya around the year 669 in 
southeastern Mexico. 

In reality, the stone recounts 
the life and battles of a ruler 
from that era, experts say. Plus, 
the last date on the calendar is 
actually December 23, 2012, 


not the 21st, and it merely 
marks the end of a cycle. 

So no need to build giant 
arks, because the terrible 
floods, earthquakes and vol¬ 
canic eruptions depicted in the 
Hollywood blockbuster 
"2012" were not prophesied by 
the Mayas. 

The stone, known as Monu¬ 
ment 6, was located in El Tor- 
tuguero, an archeological site 
that was discovered in 1915. 

Broken in six pieces, the 
different fragments are exhib¬ 
ited in US and Mexican muse¬ 
ums, including Tabasco's 
Carlos Pellicer Camara An¬ 
thropology Museum and New 
York's Metropolitan Museum. 

The first study on the stone 
was published by a German re¬ 
searcher in 1978. Since then, 
various archeologists have ex¬ 
amined its significance and 
agree that it refers to the De¬ 
cember 23 date. 

The final date represents the 
end of a cycle in the Mayan 
long count calendar that began 
in the year 3114 before Christ. 
It is the completion of 13 baak 
t'uunes, a unit of time equiva¬ 
lent to 144,000 days. 

The belief that the calendar 
foresees the end of the world 
comes from Judeo-Christian 
interpretations, the experts 
said.

PARIS (AFP) - Barcelona and 
Bayern Munich qualified for 
the Champions League last 16 
on Tuesday but Chelsea were 
in danger of picking up the 
dubious honour of becoming 
the first titleholders to crash 
out in the first round. 

Joining Barca and Bayern 
into the knockout stages were 
Valencia and Shakhtar 
Donetsk while Celtic still 
have work to do to book their 
ticket after defeat at Benfica. 

Frustratingly for Chelsea 
their fallow spell in the Pre¬ 
mier League spilled over to 
Turin where Roberto di Mat- 
teo's men were swept aside 3- 
0 by Juventus. 

With Shakhtar seeing off 
Danish minnows Nordsjael- 
land in Copenhagen the Lon¬ 


doners slipped to third in 
Group E, with their fate now 
out of their hands going into 
the final roll of the group 
stage dice next month. 

Barcelona kept the wheels 
firmly on their pursuit of a 
fourth European crown, 
bouncing back from defeat at 
Celtic in their last run out to 
see off Spartak Moscow 3-0 
in the Russian capital. 

Barca had lost their previ¬ 
ous away match at Celtic 2-1, 
despite dominating posses¬ 
sion but were unable to make 
the most of their chances. 

"Against Celtic we had the 
same number of opportunities 
but sometimes they go in and 
sometimes they don't," said 
coach Tito Vilanova.

Yachting: Polish sailor 
Gutkowski latest to 
abandon Globe 



PARIS (AFP) - Poland's Zbig¬ 
niew Gutkowski became the 
sixth skipper on Wednesday to 
abandon his bid to win the 
prestigious Vendee Globe race 
after electronic problems ru¬ 
ined his chances. 

The problems hit his boat 
Energa in recent days of the 
gruelling solo unassisted race 
around the world which meant 
he did not have automatic 
pilot. 

"Today (Wednesday) I need 
to officially announce what 
I've been thinking about for 
days. Being brave is not only 
about fighting, it is also about 
knowing where to stop." 

"I know I did everything I 
could, working on my elec¬ 
tronics issues for many days. 

"But I can't carry on like 
that. Having no autopilot 
means I can't race, and if I 
can't race, I have to retire. 

"That's a tough decision, 
one of toughest in my life. But 


that's the Vendee Globe, that's 
the power of the ocean and 
you can't fight it." 

Already forced to quit the 
event is the race's only women 
skipper, Samantha Davies as 
well as Louis Burton, Marc 
Guillemot, Kito de Pavant and 
Jeremie Beyou leaving 14 at 
sea competing for sailing's ul¬ 
timate prize. 

"It's like driving at night on 
a road you don't know, a road 
with many turns, surrounded 
with trees. Suddenly your 
lights go off and you can't 
slow down. How many 
chances do you have to sur¬ 
vive?," added Gutkowski. 

On Wednesday after 11 
days at sea, Frenchman Armel 
Le Cleac'h led the race as they 
sailed close to the equator fol¬ 
lowed by compatriot Francois 
Gabart who is 41.5 nautical 
miles back and a third French¬ 
man Vincent Riou a further 
4.5 miles adrift.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Japan¬ 
ese right handed pitcher Hi- 
roki Kuroda signed a 
one-year contract with the 
New York Yankees on Tues¬ 
day, the Major League Base¬ 
ball club announced.

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'Macho 1 Camacho fighting for life after shooting 


MIAMI (AFP) - Former three 
time world boxing champion 
Hector "Macho" Camacho was 
fighting for his life Wednesday 
after being shot in the neck in 
Puerto Rico, doctors said. 

His heart stopped briefly 
overnight and he is being kept 
alive with a respirator and 
other machines, while doctors 
evaluate whether to declare 
him brain dead, they said. 

His mother, Maria Matias, 
arrived from New York early 
Wednesday. The Spanish-lan- 
guage TV channel Univision 
said his brother and children 



were also expected, to decide 
whether to disconnect an arti¬ 
ficial respirator. 

"But we have to stress that 


Macho Camacho is breathing 
with a respirator and his blood 
pressure and pulse are being 
maintained by machines," 
added the doctor. 

Camacho, 50, was being 
driven in a car when he was hit 
in the head by gunshot from 
another vehicle around 7:00 
pm local time, according to the 
local Primera Hora de Puerto 
Rico newspaper. 

The paper showed a picture 
of the ex-boxer on a hospital 
gurney, with an oxygen mask 
and tubes, covered by blood- 
soaked covers. It said he was 


unconscious. 

Camacho was one of the 
most colorful boxers of the 
1980s. 

He has a career record of 
79-6-3 with 38 knockouts, and 
over his career he took on all 
comers, including big names 
like Roberto Duran, Oscar De 
La Hoya, Julio Cesar Chavez, 
Sugar Ray Leonard, Felix 
Trinidad, Ray Mancini, and 
Greg Haugen. 

Earlier this year, US police 
charged Camacho with child 
abuse for allegedly slamming 
his son into a floor at his ex¬ 


wife's home in Florida. 

Camacho was accused of 
hitting and stomping on his 
son, police documents say. 

The incident took place on 
March 22, 2011, allegedly 
over money Camacho appar¬ 
ently believed was missing at 
his ex-wife's home, the docu¬ 
ments show. 

The boxer, originally from 
Puerto Rico, in recent years 
has made appearances on two 
reality television programs, 
"Mira Quien Baila" ("Look 
Who's Dancing") and "Es 
Macho Time."
